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DRAYTON REDBEMS THE WEDDING con 


He Allows the Rest of the Family Ef- 
fects to Be Auctioned for Stor- 
age Charges. 


New York, June 23.—(Specital.}J—The an- 
nouncement that the property of a daughter 
of the Astors, Mrs. J. Coleman Drayton, 
was to be sold at auction today was suffi- 
cient to draw a large crowd this morning. 

J. Coleman Drayton called at the auction 
rooms early this morning and stopped the 
sale of Mrs. Drayton’s trunk by paying the 
amount of storage due on it. 

The trunk contained the wedding gown of 
Mrs. Drayton, which cost several thousand 
dollars when new, besides hosiery, night 
gowns, and many other accessories of a 
woman's toilet. All the other goods he will 
allow to be sold. 

The goods, of which there were three van. 
loads, had been stored at the Manhattan 
Storage Warehouse since the separation of 
the Draytons, and it was from the officers of 
that organization that the order to sell came 
to the auctioneer. 


The toys with which the four Drayton | 


children were accustomed to play before 
their parents had separated were also tossed 
about by the sightseers in the auction room. 
The toys were expensive when new. and are 
yet in good condition. 

In a desk were the stubs of a bank-book, 
the checks of which aggregated more than 
$75,000, 

There was also the manuscript of an ora- 
tion delivered by Mr. Drayton at Princeton 
College in 1872, entitled, “.Chapel Stage 
Speeches,” and treats of the uneasiness of 
the student who is about to deliver an ora- 
tion before his fellow-students. 

After selling a promiscuous lot of furniture 
the auctioneer held aloft ten pieces of a cer- 
tain kind of fur which he warranted to be 
worth $10 each. 

These had been the property of the Dray- 
tons, and it was possibly out of veneration 
for the family’s name that one of the “ com- 
mission agents offered 40 cents each for 
them and as quickly they became his prop- 
erty. 

Here is a prayer-book, not much used, 
very fine, covered with ivory from a real ele- 
phant,“ shouted the auctioneer as he held 
aloft a small prayer-book which had Mrs. 
Drayton’s name on the inside of the cover. 
It was purchased for 80 cents by a girl. 

A doll's table and chair, with which the 
Drayton children had played, was consid- 
ered a prize by Mrs. Gilligan, who paid 75 
cents for it. 

A miniature grocery store was sold for 60 
cents and a toy horse and wagon was 
thought to be a bargain at $1.40. 

When the bagatelle board was reached the 
sporting blood of several men was aroused 
and they hammered away on it until it had 
reached $1.10. 

Mr. Drayton’s punching bag, filled with 
sawdust, was sold for 80 cents. 

The baby basket in which all the Drayton 
children spent the first year of their lives 
was at one time a very handsome affair. It 
was sold for $1.75. A beautiful lambrequin 
sold for $3.25. 

The sale realized $100. 


SANDFLIES ON A VISIT TO CHICAGO. 


Insect Plague from the Eastern Shore 
Puts Hucksters and Shoppers 
to Inglorious Flight. 


Chicago was visited by an insect plague last 
night. Sandflies swarmed along all the 
down-town streets. They flew in people’s 
faces, in their eyes, in their hair, and fol- 
lowed in clouds over their heads. 


Men who run all-night fruit stands and 


who have lights burning to show people the 
array of figs and bananas found that the 
glare drew the insects by myriads. Some 
of the venders, att p making a gallant fight 
against the enemy for a couple of hours, sur- 
rendered, put out their lights, and retreated. 
Others shooed the pests with feather 
dusters and some of the hucksters stood in 
front of their stands and kept up a circular 
movement with a broom like a Dutch wind- 
mill in action. 

The sandflies emigrate to Chicago by mill- 
ions from the sand hills across the lake 
whenever the wind blows in the proper di- 
rection for a sufficient length of time. Last 
night was the first time the bothersome 
insects have been seen in the city in such 
numbers for several months. 

The hucksters will ask the weather man-to 
immediately shift the wind which brought 
the flies over.

In face of all these declarations 
the convention nominated him, and he is go-. 
ing to make the race once more. 


Ultra-Altgeld Platform. 

Altgeld got a platform exactly to his lik- 
ing. It was drawn by himself and his 
chief among whom was ex-Con- 
gressman Fithian. The document is as long 
as the moral law, beginning with where- 
ases "’ innumerable and leading up to the so- 
called declarations of principles. It calls for 
the free coinage of both gold and silver at 
the ratio of 16 to 1. It instructs the dele- 
gates to the national convention to vote as 
a unit on all propositiohs coming before the 
convention, and it binds the delegates to, 
vote for no man who is not in 12 
cord with the principle ot 16 to 1.

Say. Ex-Con Williams of the

at it. Unfortunately for Mr. Willlams a mo- 
tion to discuss the platform by sections had 
just been tabled. He made the point that 
if they would name a candidate for President. 
and instruct him to vote for that candidate 
he would obey such instructions, but he con- 
sidered it undemocratic, unjust, and unwise 
to send him to Chicago intrusted with the 
duty of selecting a candidate for the Presi- 
dency when the results of the convention 
bound the delegation to vote as a unit and 
the whole business would be controlled by 
the whim of one man. 

Futile Protest by Williama. 

Williams did not say so, but he was kick- 
ing because he had the idea that there was 
too much Altgeld in the whole deal.

Peéria, III., June 23.—[Special.]—At 12:25 
o'clock today Chairman Hinrichsen of the 
Illinois State Democratic Central committee 
called the State convention to order and in- 
troduced the Rev. R. W. McVety, who in- 
yoked the divine-blessing. 
Then the call was read, and after the Sec- 
retary. had finished Mr. Hinrichsen an- 
nounced the temporary officers of the con- 
vention, with Alexander H. Bell as Tem- 
porary Chairman, whom he introduced. 
In taking the chair Mr. Bell said in part: 
The East has never controlled the Demo- 
cratic party. Four years ago we nominated 
au man for the Presidency from the State of 
New York in spite of the protests of the 
delegates from that State. May God forgive 
us for it. There must be a limit even to 
divine wrath, for we have since then been 


beaten as with a scourge of scorpions. At

Destruction of Money Values. 


„Between 1873 and 1880 this country and all 
of the nations of Europé by law destroyed 
one-half of the redemption money of the 
world and reduced by fully one-half the an- 
nual addition to the stock of money of the 
world. Silver, when used at all, was put on 
the basis of paper money. The effect of 
this was to double the work which gold had 
to do, and by doubling its importance its 
purchasing power was doubled—it made 200- 
cent dollars—so that on the average it took 
twice as much of commodities and of proper- 
ty to get $100 as it formerly did. As the 
debts, interest, taxes, and other fixed 
charges were not reduced it took nearly 
everything which the farmer and producing 
classes generally could scrape together to 
meet the fixed charges. They had no money 
left to purchase the comforts of life. Their 
purchasing power was gone. This destroyed 


| the trade of the merchants and soon forced 
the factories to shut down. There being no 


market for what the laborer made he had to 
go idle, so that the producer, the merchant, 
and the laborer were all in distress. 

In the European countries prostration of 
industry and trade followed immediately 
the general demonetization of silver, and 
there has been a universal paralysis there 
ever since. In our country there were some 
local causes which held us up for a few 
years. For instance, the balance of trade 
was very greatly in our favor for several 
years, which largely increased our stock of

money, and then our mines yielded abnor- 
mally, which also helped to increase the vol- 
ume of money; but these local causes lasted 
only a few years, and then the paralysis 
resulting from the striking down of silver 
slowly crept over our country and pros- 
trated our people, and there has been no 
revival since, either here or in Eu- 
rope. Nature has yielded her  har- 
vests with greater abundance than ever, but 
all in vain. The conditions are getting 
worse day by day, and there can be no great 
prosperity in Europe and in this country 
until the wrong that has produced this dis- 
tresa has been righted. As it was done by 
the arbitrary act of government so it must 
be undone by the act of government. 

As the Democratic party represents the 
great toiling and producing masses, it must 
‘take the lead in undoing this wrong. It will 
be a fierce struggle, for these unscrupulous 
men, who, by corruption and trickery, fas- 
tened this system upon the world, will resort 
—nay are already resorting—to the most des- 
perate means to hold their advantage. The 
Democratic party must speak with no un- 
certain sound on this question. Hedging 
renders a party impotent, reduces it to a 
mere office-getting machine, and makes it 
contemptible. 

Our country has gone through a period of 
political straddling on all questions. He was 
considered the best politician who could fool 
the most people; but all things come to an 
end, and this practice has reached its limit.

They own the 
horse, the coach, and the driver. They 
will try to capture the Chicago convention, 
and, failing in that, will move heaven and 
earth to control.the new administration in 
case we succeed. Bitter experience has 
taught our people that their interests are 
always in danger at Washington and that 
if we succeed in this campaign the victory 
may be thrown away there, consequently 
it is felt to be necessary to leave no room 
for quibbling.

Since then property has been con- 
stantly sinking in value and become less and 
less productive, This, added to the fact that 
I have had to neglect my affairs to some ex- 
tent, has reduced me to a situation where I 
am not financially able to make a campaign 
and where justice to my creditors requires 
that I should give my time to my own affairs 
rather than to the public. I have no desire 
to be rich, but I must try to give every man 
his dues. I have given the public four of the 
best years of my life and have done the best 
I could. 
I do not longer desire to hold office. I 
believe in the potency of the successful pri- 
vate individual, and if I could have my 
choice should decree that path. I have no 
ambition to be a party leader or to be 
prominent in politics. I am not unmindful 
of the honor the Democratic party has con- 
ferred on me, and I am ready to do what I 
can to serve my country, but I must ask that 
some one of the many able and patriotic men 
in the party be placed at the head and that 
I be permitted to retire. 

In conclusion, let me say that two 
months ago universal gloom enveloped our 
party; there was not a rift in the clouds: 
everywhere defeat stared us in the face; but 
of late the sun is beginning to shine again. 
A great issue has arisen, and the Demo- 
cratic party has again been called upon to 
fight the battle for humanity. Everywhere 
the hosts are mustering, a new day is break- 
ing upon us, and the early rays of the most 
glorious victory ever achieved on this con- 
tinent are lighting the sky.

REPORT OF PLATFORM COMMITTEE. 


Open Declaration in Favor of 16 to 1 
Free Silver Coinage. 

The Chair then announced that the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions was at last ready to 
report. Owing to the hoarseness of Judge 
McConnell the report was read by George W. 
Fithian, as follows: 

Declare for Free Silver. 

„% We favor the soundest and safest money 
known to man, and as experience has shown 
that this consists of both gold and silver 
with equal rights of coinage and full legal 
tender power, we demand the répeal of that 
Republican and plutocratic legislation which 
demonetized silver and reduced it to the 
basis of token money, destroying by one- 
half the stock of real money, and by doubling 
the work to De done by gold doubled its pur- 
chasing power, so that the farmers and pro- 
ducers had to give twice as much work to 
get a dollar as they formerly had, and found 
it hard to meet the debts, interest, taxes, 
and fixed charges, which were not lowered. 
In this way the market for those things 
which the mechanic and laborer made was 
destroyed, and the factories had to shut 
down. 

By thus taking out of the commercial 
world one-half: of its blood, industry and 
trade have been paralyzed and idleness and 
misery have been spread over the civilized 
world. With the richest natural resources 
with a most industrious, frugal, and enter- 
prising population, and with the most abun- 
dant harvests, our people are in distress, 
and almost the only men who prosper are 
the bond sharks and the men who fatten off 
the misery of their country. 

These are conditions unger which repub- 
lican institutions cannot long endure. 

We believe in the greatness and patriot- 
ism of the American people, in their energy, 
industry, and thrift, and that such a people, 
with the unlimited resources of our land, 
are strong enough to sustain a monetary 
system without the aid of foreign govern- 
ments. 

“We believe that the benefits which we 
gained 100 years ago—the war for which was 
initiated upon a matter of tribute—should not 
be lost by yielding vassalage to a monetary 
system preferred by other governments. 

We believe that the bjmetallism which 
has done the work of the world since the 
dawn of civilization, and which was made 
the basis of our monetary system by Ham- 
ilton and Jefferson, is absolutely necessary 
at present to the prosperity of mankind, 
and that its reéstablishment will check the 
present business paralysis, will give to the 
country a safe and honest currency of ade- 
quate volume, will restore prices of agri- 
cultural commodities, will encourage enter- 
prise, and give our people steady and profit- 
able employment. 

Having learned through bitter experi- 
ence that Wall street has controlled the 
financial legislation at Washington, and 
knowing that every effort will be made to 
defeat the will of the people, we deem it 
proper to be éxplicit in our declarations. 
Actuated by the foregoing principles and de- 
siring the prosperity of the people, we de- 
mand the immediate restoration of the free 
and unlimited coinage of both gold and silver 
as standard money at the ratio of 16 ounces 
of silver to one of gold of equal fineness, 
with full legal tender power to each metal, 
without waiting for or depending on any 
other nation on earth, and the delegates 
from this convention to the National Dem- 
ocratic convention are instructed to use all 
honorable means to secure a similar declara- 
tion by said national convention, and to sup- 
port only such men for the Presidency as 
are in full and pronounced sympathy with 
these principles. 

Wee are also opposed to the contraction of 
the currency by the retirement of any part 
of the present outstanding Treasury notes.

There is but one question before the con- 
vention.

It is worthy of mention that but few of the 
old wheel horses are in evidence in the con- 
vention throng. 

Many of the delegates are farmers, and 
many of them never before in their lives at- 
tended a gathering of this kind. But they 
are for the free coinage of silver, and the 
Committee on Resolutions can formulate 
no utterance too radical for them. The bit- 
terest enmity toward President Cleveland is 
also in evidence, and in many cases the ad- 
vocacy of free silver is largely predicted on 
the personal opposition to the President. 

Senator Brice will not be here, neither will 
McLean, but the latter has a host of lieu- 
tenants in charge of his bureau of publicity 
and information. 

Col. W. A. Taylor of Tiffin, a radical silver 
man, has been selected for Temporary Chair- 
man. The State committee had some months 
ago selected ex-Congressman John A. Me- 
Mahon of Dayton, a gold man, to deliver the 
keynote speech. When McMahon learned 
that the convention was controlled by silver 
men he declined to serve as Temporary 
Chairman. 

When the committee met today about half 
the members were absent, but they were 
represented by silver men to whom the gold 
members had given proxies. 

The preliminary meetings tonight showed 
that the silver men have almost 600 to 675 
delegates in the convention which meets 
tomorrow. At the district meetings the 
silver men carried seventeen of the Congres- 
sional districts and the gold men four. The 
Committee on Resolutions and other com- 
mittees, including the State Central com- 
mittee, stand 17 to 4. 

The Ohio delegation to Chicago, when the 
delegates are all chosen, will probably stand 
88 to 8 for free silver, although the silver 
men cldim 40 to 6. With their large majority 
in this convention the silver men intend to- 
morrow to instruct the Ohio delegation 
for free coinage and to vote as a unit, so 
that the four gold districts, which include 


the Cities of Dayton, Hamilton, Toledo, and . 


Cleveland, will be shut out. 

Late tonight the slate for delegates-at- 
large was broken except on McLean and 
Thurman. The opposition concentrated on 
Finley and Salen as against Bookwalter and 
Holden. The gold men will present for del- 
egates-at-large Senator C. S. Brice, Virgil 
P. Kleine, John H. Clark, and J. P. Seward. 

The Committee on Credentials tonight seat- 
ed the silver contestants from Stark County, 
insuring them the Eighteenth District. 

Gen. A. J. Warner of Marietta was selected 
by the committee for Permanent Chairman. 
He has not been codperating with the party, 
owing to Cleveland’s policy against silver, 
and his selection was made to intensify the 
silver sentiment of the convention. 


WILL BE STRADDLE ON THE TARIFF. 


Democrats Are Figuring on Touching 
the Subject Lightly: 
Washington, D. C., June 23.—(Special.}— 
Politicians here are figuring that the Chi- 
cago convention may be in session for a 
couple of weeks. It is not thought the 
preparation of a platform will take much 
time, but the hitch will come on the ques- 
tion of candidates for President and Vice- 
President. Should there be no change in the 
program of the silver men the platform will 
not be half so long as that of the St. Louis 
convention. Finances will lead off, but the 
tariff will be touched lightly and if there is 
a straddle anywhere it will be on this ques- 

tion. 

Judging from the outlook it will bea great 
day for oratory when the time comes for 
nominations, and there will be so many can- 
didates a long time will necessarily be con- 
sumed in bringing them prominently before 
the convention. 

It is said it will be the policy of the gold 
standard men to divide the field as much as 
possible. They will have three or four men 
in nomination and will scatter their votes 
until it is seen the silver men are beginning 
to concentrate on a certain man; then they 
will go to the man most likely to receive 
votes from silver delegates. Campbell is 
said to be the man selected to make the 
last race against the strongest silver candi- 
date. 


PRELIMINARY FIGHT TO BE WARM. 


Democratic National Committee Pre- 
paring for a Hard Struggle. _ 

If Gov. Altgeld and his free silver cohorts 
imagine they will have things all their own 
way at the national convention somebody is 
going to be sadly disappointed. 

Col. John I. Martin, the Sergeant-at-Arms, 
will not, so he asserts, cater to either fac- 
tion in his management of the convention 
hall, but he happens to be subject to the or- 
ders of the National committee. 

Secretary Sheerin also purposes to act im- 
partially in the discharge of his duties, yet 
he, too, is guided in a great measure by the 
wishes of the committee.

PLATT MAKES A SPEECH. 


CALLS FOR CHEERS FOR M’KINLEY, 
HOBART, AND HARMONY. 


Says New York Republicans Are Unit- 
ed in Behalf of the Candidates and 
Pleads for Harmony in State Af- 
fairse—Wants Such Enthusiasm and 
Cordial Co-operation That When It 
Is All Over No One Will Be Found 
Outside the Breastworks. 

New York, June 23.—The first big gun of 
the Republican campaign in this city was 
fired at Carnegie Music Hall this evening. 
The meeting was held under the auspices of 
the Republican County committee, and 
Thomas C. Platt broke a _ time-honored 
custom by making a speech. The list of 
Vice-Presidents included many of the promi- 
nent Republicans of this city. Among them 
were Mayor Strong, Gen. Samuel Thomas, 
William Brookfield, Whitelaw Reid, Joseph 
H. Choate, Gen. Anson G. McCook, Theodore 
Roosevelt, John S. Wise, and S. V. R. Cruger. 
Scarcely any of the anti-Platt Republicans, 
however, were present. 

Congressman Frank S. Black of Troy was 
the first speaker. He praised Mr. Platt as 
being one of the greatest political leaders 
of the times.“ He then declared that in the 
coming campaign there would be little poli- 
tics, but a vast amount of business; People 
were going to let politics go to the dogs and 
fight for a living. : 

Mr. Edward Lauterbach, who presided, in- 
troduced Mr. Platt, saying that Mr. Platt was 
a peerless leader and had returned from St. 
Louis convinced that Mark Hanna is a first- 
class boss.“ When Mr. Platt arose to re- 
spond he was loudly cheered. The cheering 


was renewed when he said his presence there 


proved the falsity of the old proverb that 
dead men tell no tales.“ May my words 
sink into your minds,“ he added, as those 
of a man who has risen from the grave, and 
that often.” 


Platt Scores Democracy. 

Mr. Platt said, among other things: 

“Under the pretense, Mr. Chairman, of 
protecting the people against the power and 
greed of capital the Democratic party is al- 
ways proposing measures, the surest and 
speediest effect of which is to render the 
people more than ever incapable of self-pro- 
tection. The Democratic party obtained 
power upon the assurance that free trade 
would take the profits then going to the em- 
ploying classes and hand them over to the 
wage-earners. But the result was that there 
were no longer, any profits for anybody.

FINANCIAL PLANK CAME FROM WEST 


Mark Hanna Replies to the Statements 
of Eastern Papers. 

Cleveland, O., June 23.—[{Special.]—Mark 
Hanna Nas been in receipt of numerous let- 
ters daily since his return home written by 
friends in the East asking him in regard 
to the financial plank in the platform adopted 
by the Republican party at St. Louls. 

In substance these letters set forth that 
the Eastern press is filled with specific state- 
— ne that Thomas C. Platt and his friends 
perfo ‘Successfujly an arduous and deli- 
cate mission during the convention in forc- 
ing McKinley's friends to accept the gold 
declaration against their will. 

“ The skeleton of the money plank adopted 
by the convention,” Mr. Hanna said this aft- 
ernoon in reply to these pretensions, ‘‘ was 
in St. Louis before ex-Senator Platt, Senator 
Lodge, and E. H. Lauterbach arrived. I do 


not adoptedgby the convention, nor was it 
anything like the declaration made officially 
for the Republican party, being only two or 
three sentences long.” 


TRYING TO SOFTEN THE GOLD PLANK. 


New York Democratic Leaders Prepar- 
ing for the Convention. 


Saratoga, N. Y., June 23.—The Democratic 
State convention will tomorrow declare that 
the present gold standard in the country 
should be preserved until such time as there 
can be obtained an international agreement 
for bimetalligm. At the same time the lead- 
ers of the party will postpone the selection 
of Presidential Electors until the fall con- 
vention of the party. 

The two facts are significant and taken 
in conjunction seem to point that the party 
leaders, while protesting that the gold 
standard should be maintained, are fearful 
that the national convention will not heed 
their cry and that their electors, if selected 
now, might be put in the false position of 
being pledged to vote only for a Presidential 
candidate who the more nearly represented 
the financial pronouncements of the party 
at this convention. 

The delegates-at-large to be selected, Ros- 
well P. Flower, David B. Hill, Edward Mur- 
phy, and Frederick R. Coudert, are to be 
given a gold standard plank to stand upon 
at Chicago as representing the sentiment of 
the State. 

The emphasis in the money plank is all to 
be put upon a bimetallic agreement with 
foreign nations. The plank is lengthy and 
urges that every means be taken to obtain 
an international agreement with the great 
nations of the world for bimetallism, “ but 
until such an agreement is made we protest 
against the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver and favor the present gold standard.“ 

William C. Whitney, Senator David B. 
Hill, and ex-Gov. Roswell P. Flower were 
in conference all the afternoon and evening 
over this matter and at midnight had not 
entirely settled the matter. The idea of mak- 
ing prominent in the plank the desire for 
an international agreement on bimetallism 
is Whitney’s idea and not Hill’s. 

Hill wanted the plank to read first for gold 
and then if needs be for agreements. He 
is still of that mind and will urge the chang- 
ing of the plank in the committee tomorrow. 
There is a strong undercurrent among the 
delegates here tonight for silver and it is 
this more than anything else that has led to 
the forming of the plank at present in 
existence and the delaying of the selection of 
electors. 

The platform will be very brief, no State 
issues being touched upon. The whole pol- 
icy of the convention managers seems to be 
to hurry matters through and get away. 


SILVER MEN RAMPANT IN INDIANA. 


But Two Gold Men Will Get on the 
Chicago Delegation. 

Indianapolis, Ind., June 23.— [Special. 
The delegates have all arrived here for the 
Democratic State convention which meets 
tomorrow. All the thirteen district dele- 
gations held preliminary meetings tonight, 
the State House being given up to the 
stormy sessions. In only one district, the 
Tenth, were there enough sound money men 
to carry things. This is Sheerin's district, 
and because of his fight for sound money 
he will iose his place on the National com- 
mittee and Indiana Democracy will lose 
the honor of the Secretaryship of that com- 
mittee, which Sheerin has filled for so many 
years. 

Free silver was voted down 89 to 44 in the 
Tenth, the Chicago delegates selected being 
James Murdock of Lafayette and Jonas M. 
Lautmer of Lake County. 

A strong fight by the friends of the ‘ad- 
ministration was made in the Seventh Dis- 
trict, and it resulted ina split. The admin- 
istration people selected John P. Frensel 
and ex-Congressman W. E. English as na- 
tional delegates, and the silver men selected 
W. E. English and Charles M. Cooper. Mr. 
English is the only son of the late William 
H. English, and was acceptable to both fac- 
tions, but Mr. Frensel’s banking connec- 
tions made the free silver people rabid and 
they refused to let him in on a compromise. 
Gov. Matthews and all the party leaders 
tried in vain to prevent the local split, as it 
was recognized as being fatal to party suc- 
cess in Marion County and will leave the 
Democrats hopelessly crippled for some time 
in this city. With the exception of this con- 
tested district and the two delegates from 
the Tenth, the Indiana delegation at Chicago 
will be uncompromising] for free silver and 
a similarly colored candidate. 

The delegates-at-large, to be selected to- 
morrow, are to be Editor John Shanklin of 
Evansville, together with Senators Turpie 
and Voorhees and Benjamin F. Shively of 
South Bend. All are for the white metal 
and will represent Gov. Matthews in the 
Chicago convention. Shively will also be 
the nominee for Governor, it being conceded 
tonight that he will have no opposition in 
the convention. Gov. Matthews would like 
to have his personal friend, G. V. Menzies 
of Mount Vernon, asa delegate-at-large, but 
the disposition tonight is to ignore this re- 
quest. 

The rough draft of the platform has been 
prepared by a committee composed of Sena- 
tor Turpie, R. C. Bell, Allen W. Clark, and 
B. F. Shively. The money plank will be 
short and will declare for the free coinage 
of silver and gold at a ratio of 16 tol. 

The present money system will be held re- 
sponsible for the hard times and other ills 
of which the people have been complaining. 
The State Liquor League will not succeed 
in getting the Nicholson temperance law 
denounced. The last Legislature will be 
condemned and the administration of Gov. 
Matthews praised. There will be a separate 
plank indgrsing the candidacy of the Gov- 
ernor for the nomination for President. 
There will be a declaration in favor of the 
election of United States Senators by the 
people, and the Senatorial contest in the 
Republican party in this State will be con- 
demned and cited as an argument in favor 
of election by the people.

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CANADA IN THE THROES. 


GENERAL ELECTION RESULTS IN THE 
DOWNFALL OF THE GOVERNMENT. 


Separate School Issue Brings the Lib- 
erals Into Power by a Decided Ma- 
jority—Catholic Vote, Upon Which 
the Ministry Relied, Fails to Go 
Conservative—Wilfred Laurier to 
Be the New Premier of the Do- 
minion. 


Toronto, Ont., June 23.—[{Special.J—The 
most exciting election campaign ever held 
in Canada closed today with utter rout of 
the Tory government. At midnight the re- 
turns show that the Liberals have carried 
the country by nearly forty majority.

There are still six constituencies to hear 
from, but it is conceded that the Liberals in 
the new House will have a clear majority of 
forty, irrespective of the independents and 
Patrons. The Hon. Wilfred Laurier, Lib- 
eral leader, was elected for two constit- 
uencies, as was also Dalton McCarthy, lead- 
er of the independents, or, as they are some- 
times called, the third part.“ 

Three Cabinet Ministers were defeated and 
a large number of leading Conservatives 
also lost their seats. 

On the other hand, all the leading Liberals 
were elected, David Mills being the only Lib- 
eral of any prominence who failed to secure 
his election. 

The excitement throughout the country is 
intense. In this city large crowds surround- 
ed the newspaper offices until a late hour, 
and the result gives great satisfaction in 
some quarters. , 

Montreal, Ottawa, Hamilton, and other 
cities returned Liberal members. Toronto 
returned two Conservatives, one Liberal, and 
one independent. This is the first time the 
— have been in power in Canada since 

18. 

The Catholic vote upon which the ministry 
relied has utterly failed to go Conservative.

FIRST TIME IN SEVENTEEN YEARS, 


Quebec, the Stronghold of the Con- 
servatives, Turns Liberal. 

Montreal, Qué., June 23.—[Special.]—The 
French Canadian Province of Quebec has 
turned the Conservative party over to its 
arch enemies. After languishing for seven- 
teen years the Liberals have at last obtained 
power. Not only did the Province of Que- 
bec give the Liberal leader, the Hon. Wilfred 
Laurier, a personal majority of over 2,000 
and a party majority of 24, but it virtually 
snowed under three of the Dominion Minis- 
ters who had lately been taken into the 
Cabinet upon its reconstruction by Sir 
Charles Tupper for the express purpose of 
conciliating the French Canadians of the 
province. The trio consists of Tillon, for- 
mer Premier of Quebec; Real Angers, for- 
mer Lieutenant-Governor of Quebec, and 
the one who caused the downfall of Mercier; 
and Desjardines, former Mayor of Montreal. 
Strange to say Sir Adolph E. Caron, ex-Min- 
ister of Militia at the time of the Northwest 
rebellion, and who was badly treated by the 
party during the late crisis, when he was 
compelled to retire, was reélected by quite 
a majority. 


HOT CONTEST HELD AT WINNIPEG. 


Liberals Are Defeated by a Narrow 
Majority and Fraud Is Charged. 

Winnipeg, Man., June 23.—[{Special.}]—To- 
day’s election for Winnipeg was undoubted- 
ly the most fiercely contested of any that 
has taken place in the West. The issue was 
national schools vs. separate schools or 
remedial legislation for the Manitoba Cath- 
olics. 

In the city the candidates were Joseph 
Martin, Liberal, who introduced the bill 
abolishing separate schools, and Hugh John 
MacDonald, Minister of Interior, and Con- 
servative.

Madrid, June 23.—{Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the New York Journal. -In the Senate last 
night Prof. Comas supported the amend- 
ment to the address asking that treaties 
with the United States might be cancelled on 
the grounds that they are a source of conflict 
and endanger the peace of Spain and the 
United States. 

Comas in his speech chiefly attacked the 
protocol of 1577, saying it placed Spanish 
subjects in Spanish territory on a footing of 
inferiority with regard to foreigners, who, 
as, for instance, the Americans, had no his- 
tory and no antecedents, 

Such a state-of things was ignominious to 
Bpain and a source of discord, because it ir- 
ritated Spanish pride. 

The protocol was an insupportable obstacle 
to the triumph of Spaniards in Cuba. The 
rebels became naturalized Americans, and 
when about to if captured dropped their 
weapons so as nd@to be caught red-handed. 

If che Barcelona Anarchists had taken the 
same precautions as the filibusters and got 
naturalized in America Spain would not be 
able to repress and punish them. 

This statement evoked great cheering.

London, June 23.—(Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the New York Journal.]—The Daily News 
says: 

It has been months since the govern- 
‘ment has made any substantial communi- 
cation to Parliament on the subject of Vene- 
zuela. What is the cause of the extraord- 
inary delay in settling this three-cornered 
‘problem, therefore, can be subject to guess 
only. Perhaps Salisbury has been absorbed 
in the education bill, but whatever the rea- 
sons may be the result is unfortunate. There 
is a complaint that Washington dispatches 
are not answered, and the negotiates make 
no progress. 

On this subject there is hardly two 
opinions among sensible Englishmen. It 
is not a question of party. The Liberals 
always have been warmer advocates of in- 
ternational arbitration than their opponents, 
‘but in this particular dispute with the 
United States the desire for a friendly un- 
derstanding on this side of the Atlantic is 
universal. If it is not universal on the other 
side it is at least so great that a Foreign 
Secretary who gave his mind, to business 
might have brought its to, ant amicable con- 
giusion before now. 

„The leaders of the Republican party at 
the convention in St. Louis were silent judl- 
ciously on the subject, and since he appointed 
a commission the President has said nothing. 
The Commissioners have proceeded in a 
leisurely manner, and no one can accuse the 
American Government of endangering peace 
by undue haste. No overtures appear to 


come from Venezuela and there has been 


even some local disturbance, but if there is 
an agreement between London and Washing- 
ton there will be no difficulty at Caracas.”’ 

Washington, D. C., June 25.—Sir Julian 

Pauncefote, the British Ambassador, and 
Minister Andrade of Venezuela have been ne- 
gotiating of late on the settlement of the 
Uruan affair, and incidentally toward open- 
ing -negotiations on the boundary question 
proper.

No member of the Railroad 
committee or of the subcommittee has ever 
spoken to me of such a proposition, I have 
never been spoken to by any member of the 
City Council relative to this matter. I have 
never.seen or talked with any person who 
may have been an emissary of these persons.

Business-Men Approached. 


Mr. Marks, one of the Van Buren street 
property-owners, said last night he knew 
dgferent business-men had been approached 
by a go-between acting on behalf of a mem- 
ber of the subcommittee, 

No one ever came to me on such an 
errand,’ said he, but members of our com- 
mittee have told me of such proceedings. In 
fact, I think the Van Buren street property- 
owners were well aware of the tactics of the 
Aldermanic committee. As I understand it 
the Aldermen did not personally. visit the 
men interested, but conducted their negoti- 
ations through an emissary. It has been 
going on for some time.“ 

Henry A. Keep, owner of 107 feet of prop- 
erty involved, said he had heard various 
stories of owners being approached with

Ald. Hartwick Denies. 

Ald. Hartwick entered a flat denial to the 
charges.

I only know one property- 
owner in Van Buren street. That is Edward 
Bolter, who owns fifty feet at Fifth avenue.

The contest for the Hamilton trophy is 
between teams of four, and twenty clubs 
have made entries. For the Minneapolis 


trophy the game is between pairs represent- . 


ing sixteen different clubs. 

In the preliminary play for the Hamilton 
trophy four of the teams stood out, and 
the other sixteen were arranged by lot. They 
finished the first series tonight with the fol- 
lowing result: Hyde Park Whist club of 
Chicago defeated the American Whist club 
of Boston by one trick. New Jer- 
sey Athletic club of Bayonne de- 
feated the Brooklyn Whist club 
by two tricks. Philadelphia Whist club 
defeated the Fanwood of New Jersey by 
eight tricks. Dartmouth of Lowell, Mass., 
defeated the Hamilton club of Brooklyn by 
four tricks, Whist club of Wilmington, Del., 
defeated the whist club of Newton, Mass., by 
five tricks. Milwaukee Whist club defeated 
the Knickerbocker Field of Brooklyn by 
seven tricks. Chicago Whist club defeated 
the Albany Whist club by seventricks. Bal- 
timore Whist club defeated the New York 
Whist club by two tricks.

OF COURSE HE WAS NOMINATED. 

” Gov Altgeld will be nominated and he will 
accept the nomination ” was one of the an- 
nouncements of Judge McConnell at Peoria. 
No one who has not the gullibility of a baby 
ever doubted that such would be the case. To 

that extent Judge McConnell’s remark was 
superfluous. It was an Altgeld convention. 
Every delegate was named as an Altgeld 
delegate. The slate was made subject to 
Altgeld’s approval and he approved it. The 
men on it are his candidates. The plat- 
form is his platform, expressing his 
views on every possible subject. The men 
who were likely to oppose Altgeld were 
turned down. 

And yet this prince of prevaricators, in in- 
terviews and in speeches, has announced 
that he would not be a candidate and that he 
would not accept the nomination under any 
circumstances. He was tired of public life. 
His health was poor. He would retire from 
public life at the close of his term! And all 
the time he was setting the pins for his nom- 
ination, getting men out of the way who 
were likely to oppose him, currying favor 
with those whom be wanted to use, com- 
ing to Chicago whenever the time seemed 
opportune to make a speech which would 
tell for him, putting himself at the head of 
the rotten money movement when he found 
that rotten money Democrats were in 
the majority, devising cunning interviews 
which should enhance his prospects, and 
leaving nothing undone which would make 
for his nomination, Judge McConnell 
says: He is in good health now.” He was 
never too sick fo abandon the nomination. 
„And then he has taken hold of the silver 
fight,” because it would give him the nom- 
ination, ‘and his friends’ have brought 
such pressure to bear üpon him that it 
would seem almost like deserting the 
cause for him to quit now.” There 
was no danger he would quit when he him- 
self organized the pressure. It was Alt- 
geld’s convention, assembled to indorse rot- 
ten money and hoist his banner. That done, 
the end and aim of their going to Peoria 
was accomplished. What the people 
of Illinois will do with that nomination is 
another story. But Judge McConnell was 
right. Gov. Altgeld will be nominated 
and he will accept the nomination.” But 
what was the use of making such a fuss 
about it? 


DEATH OF JOSEPH K. C. FORREST. 
Joseph K. O, Forrest, the Nestor of Chi- 
cago journalism, and one of the best known 
of the old-timers, passed away yesterday 
morning at his home in this city, in the 76th 
year of his age. He had been a resident of 
Chicago fifty-six years, and his journalistic 
career practically covered the same period, 
the only interruption to its contiguity being 


poraries, showing that if he had ever cher- 
ished resentments time had obliterated 
them. One of the strongest proofs of his 
good-fellowship was the fact that he was 
universally known as “ Joe” Forrest. It 
requires kindly relations, general respect, 
and mutual good feeling for a man to earn 
this familiarity of address. As he pro- 
gressed farther and farther on the down- 
hill of life he grew more gentle and affec- 
tionate, still preserving the kindly -humor 
which was always characteristic. of him. 
With the exception of his two terms of 
publie service in 1846 and 1878, his active 
life was given to newspaper work, and in 
it he received the honors of one whose work 
was well done. As an old settler he will be 
sadly missed by the pioneers, whose his- 
torlan he has been, and as a man whom all 
respected he will be missed by the general 
public, for few in this city had a larger 
circle of friends and acquaintances. 


ALTGELD’S WILD STATEMENTS REFUTED 

That portion of Altgeld's speech to the 
Peoria 16 to 1 convention which deals with 
the money question is simply a condensation 
of the untruthful statements made by him 
in his speeches and his various volunteer in- 
terviews. Those statements were repeated 
unhesitatingly and boldly by him, though 
their falsity has been exposed often and 
completely. 

Thus, he asserted by the action of the 
United States in 1873 and of European na- 
tions “one-half the redemption money of 
the world had been destroyed,” and the an- 
nual addition to the world’s stock of money 
had been reduced one-half. As a conse- 
quence pf that, said he, gold had had to do 
a double amount of work and therefore had 
doubled in ptirchasing power, so that the 
gold dollar had become a 200-cent dollar, 
buying twice as much of property and com- 
modities as ever before, etc. 

According to Altgeld this alleged appre- 
ciation in value of the gold dollar has been 
ruinous to farmers and other producers, It 
has caused the universal paralysis which he 
says has afflicted Europe for many years, 
and which would have befallen this country 
years ago had it not been for local 
causes. The only way, says he, to end this 
paralysis is to restore, the free coinage of 
silver, and the Democratic party must do it. 

The answer to all these untruthful asser- 
tiohs is that it has been shown again and 
again that all the European nations, except 
Germany, which sold a fraction of her silver 
to other nations, retained in use ail the silver 
money they had when they stopped free 
coinage. Some use more how than they did 
in 1873. But since 1878 the United States 
has put into circulation half a biilion of sil- 
ver, which is more than would have been 
added to the silver currency of Europe if the 
price of silver had remained what it was in 
1873 and free coinage had not been aban- 
doned there. A couple of billions of silver 
since 1873 have been added to the money of 
Asia and America. 

The -yearly addition to the world’s stock 
of money has not been reduced one-half, so 
far, at least, as the civilized nations are con- 
cerned. Most of them have added annually 
more than they did before 1873, and the 
money thus added has been gold or gold- 
value money—the very best kind of money. 
The United States has nearly trebled the 
volume of its currency between 1873 and 
1896. Why did not Altgeld state these 
facts? Did he not know that his falsehoods 
would be exposed? 

The output of the gold mines is now over 
200 millions a year and is increasing fast; 
so that the stock of hard money is rapidly 
growing larger. 

The gold dollar is not a 200-cent dollar. 
While it will buy more of some commodities 
than it did in 1873, it will buy less human 
labor, which is the great test of currency 
value and a fact Altgeld never mentions, 
for he cannot explain it on the assumption 
that the gold dollar has appreciated. Hu- 
man labor, not the price of commodities af- 
fected by labor-saving methods of farming 
and manufacturing and cheaper transpor- 
tation is the standard by which to measure 
gold. By this absolute test gold has been 
cheapening year by year for the last half 
century, and the process is still going on. 

Europe is not flourishing as the United 
States had done between the commence- 
ment of resumption and of Cleveland’s pres- 
ent term, when the protective tariff and 
reciprocity were repealed. But considering 
the awful, crushing burden of militarism 
the nations of the continent have staggered 
under they progress remarkably well. Ger- 
many, since suspending silver coinage in 
1873, has advanced wonderfully. So has 
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are not “ bimetallists” at all. Thus it is 
clear that when these men speak of “ bimet- 
allism”’ they mean simply the free coinage 
of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1, while the 
real ratio is 30 to 1. When did that become 
bimetallism ? 

And finally, the convention adopted res- 
olutions demanding the free coinage of sil- 
ver at the ratio of 16 to 1. It is the ratio 
that about all the free silverites insist on. 
They prefer it because dollars coined under 
that ratio could be used by debtors to cheat 
their creditors out of half their dues, and 
could be used by dishonest’ employers to 
swindle workingmen out of nearly half their 
wages.

If these men 
are not bereft of reason, if they realize that this 
government is worth defending, if they would not 
see it tumbled into fragments in order to correct 
some real or fancied wrong to a few of their num- 
ber, they must by this time realize that the strike 
as conducted in many places in the recent past is 


|] revolution, is anarchy, is the ineipient stage of 


civil war, and if left untrammeled by the military 
arm of the government it would pull down the very 
pillars of the temple of our liberties and bury all 
in a common ruin. 

But the good things men do sometimes re- 
turn to plague them as well as the bad ones, 
and these brave, patriotic words of Boies 
now rise up between him and the bad money 
and anarchistic Presidential nomination. 

The man who has expressed sentiments 
like these never can have the aid of Altgeld, 
the bad money Democrats, and the IIIi- 
nois Anarchists who cluster around him.

Boies should stand by his guns 
and eonsole himself for Altgeld’s implaca- 
ble enmity with the reflection that “ it is 
better to be right than be President.“ But 
should cringing and fawning secure him 
the nomination he would not come within 
a million votes of an election. 


BAD MONEY OHIO DEMOCRACY.

TOTS HIDE IN THE BRUSH 


SEARCH AT A PICNIC FOR TWO HUN- 
DRED MISSING CHILDREN. 


Youngsters Who Go on a Salvation 
Army Excursion Become Enamored 
of Country Life and Seek to Avoid 
a Return to the Dust and Grime of 
a Great City—Train Delayed Until 
All of the Little Ones Are Safely 
Gathered In. : 

Two hundred children from the slums of 
South Clark street and vicinity who went 
with 800 others to Momence on a picnic ex- 
cursion given yesterday by the Salvation 
Army made an effort to conceal themselves 
in the luxuriant vegetation along the banks 
of the Kankakee River, and thus avoid re- 
turning to their homes. 

The children were as a rule unfamiliar 
with rural attractions. They had been con- 
veyed to the picnic grounds on a special! train 
early in the day. The train was scheduled 
to return to the city at 6:30 p. m. 

Ten minutes before train time Maj. Mill- 
saps, who had charge of the excursion, and 
Capt. Winfield of the South Clark street 
army headquarters, who had charge of the 
children, noticed that the crowd had grown 
suddenly thinner. Both officers became 
alarmed, and started out on a hunt. The 
river was the first place thought of, and the 
two went anxiously up and down the banks 
and peered through the bushes over the 


water, in dread of seeing a ‘straw hat or a 


torn sunbonnet floating in the water, which 
in the vicinity of the picnic grounds is deep 
and swift. 


No Trace of the Missing. 


Not a trace of the missing youngsters 
could be found. 

Capt. Winfield became hysterical and ran 
helplessly up and down the bank wringing 
her hands. The train conductor gave warn- 
ing of the train's departure. Capt. Pebbles 
of Detroit joined in the hunt, as did also 
Capt. Wincell of the Princess Rink bar- 
racks, and Adjutant Galley, Adjutant Soder- 
holm, and Adjutant Ludgate. 

The army officials went througti the damp 
grass and brush calling for the missing, and 
the mothets of the other children who had 
not run away searched in other directions. 

It was 6:30 o’clock and the train was sched- 
uled to leave. The engineer notified the con- 
ductor that it was getting late, but the con- 
ductor declared he wasn't going to leave un- 
til every child was found. .

NO TROUBLE TO BEAT THE REDS. 


Chicago Plays Superior and Wins Its 
Second Game. 

There was a mixture of good and bad play- 
ing at the West Side grounds yesterday 
which resulted in another victory for Chica- 
go over the strong McKinleyites from Cin- 
cinnati. The score was 7 to 5. | 

Cincinnati used up two pitchers im an 
unsuccessful effort to stay defeat, while 
Chicago played along comfortably with one, 
young Briggs, who pitched the same kind of 
ball he put up in Cleveland when Chicago 
was robbed of the game by Patsy Tebeau 
and his man Friday, Pitcher Wilson. He 
was not hit hard, and the eight safe ones 
driven out were scattered through seven 
innings. Of the twelve runs made by both 
sides, nine were due to bases on balls, errors, 
and a batter hit by the pitcher. Nearly 
every misplay by the pitcher or the fielders 
meant à run, and in this respect the contest 
was extraordinary. 

Dahlen Has a Busy Day. 

Dahlen did the most uneven work of the 
day. All the Chicago errors are marked to his 
account, but he was a strong factor in win- 
ning the game, brilliant fielding and effective 
work at the bat more than offsetting his 
lapses. Though he is credited with only one 
hit, he was instrumenttal in bringing in 
runs that were needed. Three times he bunt- 
ed for a sacrifice, and not only was he suc- 


’ cessful each time but one of the bunts fell 


safe and he came within a foot of beating 
out auothér. He ended the game with a 
spectacular bit of fielding, jumping into the 
air sidewise and catching a hot Hner from 
Hoy’s bat in his gloved left hand. His second 
error of the game cost two runs, as he hada 
chance to retire the side on a double play, 
and after his failure a brace of scores were 
counted up for the visitors. 

For the first time since returning to Chi- 
cago Pfeffer figured in the game in a batting 
way, the hearts of his friends being rejoiced 
when he pounded out a long three-bagger 
in the second inning, sacrificed successfully 
in the fourth, and made a single in the sixth. 
‘This, in four times at bat, made a record 
that was applauded by the grand stand. 

Lange and Anson also endeared themselves 
to the public heart by opportune hitting, the 
former driving out a three-base hit that 
brought in two runs, and the latter following 
it up with a good single. Briggs distin- 

hed himself by making two singles, one 
of which brought in a run. Notwithstand- 
ing the errors, therefore, it was a good day 
for Chicago. 

Inks and Fisher were the Cincinnati pitch- 
ers, and neither fared well, the first being 
uncertain as to the whereabouts of the plate 
and the second being hit frequently. 


Dailey There and Irwin Missing. 


Dailey made his first appearance on the 
Chicago grounds and the spectators were 
agreeably impressed with him, his work in 
picking hot-pitched balls out of the dust 
being especially commended. 

Charlie Irwin was missed from his accus- 
tomed place on third base for the good rea- 


son that he was busily engaged in being mar-

ried to a Chicago girl at the time. Gray, one 
of the best emergency men in the country; 
took his: place, and though an error is 
charged against him he did well at the bat, 
making a hit and a sacrifice, and reaching 
first base twice on balls. 

Chicago led in the first part of the game,

OLD ELI IN THE DUST. 


TIGERS WIN THE INTERCOLLEGIATE 
BASEBALL CHAMPIONSHIP, 


It Is the Finest Contest Ever Seen on 
the Historic Yale Grounds and Is 
Decided After Eleven Hard-Fought 
Innings—Eight Thousand Frantic 
Spectators Try to Confuse Wilson, 
the Princeton Pitcher, 
Proves a Bundle of Hard Nerves. 


New Haven, Conn., June 23.—[{Special.]— 
For the first time in eighteen years Princeton 
today won a game on the Yale grounds. It 
was the decisive contest of the series, and 
practically the championship depended on 
its result. By winning it Princeton is clear- 
ly entitled to the honor, as it has already 
beaten Harvard. 

Yale was caught after taking a winning 
lead in the early innings, was grappled with 
in a gigantic struggle, and was finally de- 
feated in the eleventh, after one of the great- 
est games ever witnessed on the professional 
or intercollegiate diamond here. The crowd 
outnumbered any that ever before saw a 
Yale ball game, the total attendance being 
over 8,000. ; 

The odds were against the Tigers. They 
had lost the game in New York to Yale, and 
Yale men were forced to give odds. The im- 
pression that Yale was a sure winner crept 
into a surety as the game began. The 
Princetons became slightly disturbed by the 
terrific yelung and Yale pounded in two 
runs. This; hewever, was all they got, ex- 
cept one in the seventh, and the Tigers 
steadied down and played without an error 
in the last seven innings. The lion’s share 
of the credit for Princeton’s victory should 
go to Wilson, who kept Yale from batting 
safely on several occasions when the assem- 
bled thousands were drowning everything 
with their din in the hope of making him 
unsteady just long enough to scoop up a 
couple of runs. The yelling was ineffective 
and he held the followers of old Eli down 
like a charm. 


Princeton Plays Better Ball. 


Only one of Princeton’s runs was earned. 
Princeton played the cleaner fielding game. 
Yale batted a trifle harder, but Greenway’s 
unsteadiness in giving six bases on balls 
evened the slugging.

WILL ACCEPT ALLEY PLAN 


JOSEPH LEITER WILL ACT WITH Ex- 
TENSION BONDHOLDERS. 


Withdraws His Objection to the Pian 
of Reorganisation as Proposed by 
the First Mortgage Committee— 
Details of the Settlement to Be De- 
cided Soon—Stock Will Be Assessed 
to Build Feeders and to Equip with 
Electticity—Local Stocks Weak. 

Levi Z. Leiter and Joseph Leiter have with- 
drawn their objection to the reorganization 
plan of the Alley elevated as proposed by the 
first mortgage bondholders’ committee and as 
indorsed by the members of the second mort- 
gage committee with the exception of Joseph 

Leiter. The Alley elevated will now be re- 

organized under the plan first proposed by 

the committee representing the first mort- 
gage bonds. It will not be necessary to re- 
organize the second section committee, as 
would have been the case had the Leiters 
still held out in opposition to the plan. The 
only matters to be settled now are the minor 
details regarding interest on the new bonds 
to be issued and a settlement of the back in- 
terest. Practically the plan of reorganiza- 
tion has been settled, and within a few weeks 
all the details will be carried into effect and 
steps will be taken to put the property upon 

a paying basis. 

Two committees were appointed to repre- 


sent the two classes of bondholders. The 


first mortgage bondholders’ committee was 
organized before the second section commit- 
tee was hamed. Nearly the entire issue of 
first mortgage bonds was deposited with the 
Northern Trust company, and the committee 
selected was given absolute control of these. 
Later the holders of the second section bonds 
entered into an agreement which was of sim- 
flar character. A committee was named to 
represent these holders, and 2,747 of the 3,000 
bonds of this class were deposited with the 
Illinois Trust and Savings Bank for the com- 
mittee. Unfortunately, there was a provision 
in the agreement under Which the unanimous 
approval of the members of the committee 
was required before any plan could be finally 
agreed to. This was what caused the work 
of the committee to go for naught. 

Only Joseph Leiter Disapproves. 
When the first mortgage bondholders pre- 
pared the plan for the reorganization of the 
property and it was presented to the Second 
Section Bondholders’ committee, all of the 
members approved it with the exception of 
Joseph Leiter, who represented his father 
on the committee. The Leiters hold 240 
bonds of a par value of $240,000, as compared 
with bonds to a par value of $2,747,000, the 
total amount deposited with the Illinois 
Trust and Savings Bank. Mr. Leiter’s objec- 
tion was sufficient to overrule the approval 
of all the other members. One vote against 
the approval of the plan was sufficient to 
prevent its being carried into effect, and it 
was found impossible to get him to change 
his views. It looked for a time as though 
the plan must be definitely dropped. A 
scheme to circumvent his disapproval was 
originated. It was to return the bonds in 
the posséssion of the committee to the own- 
ers and to ask to have them redeposited with 
a new committee which would not number 
Mr. Leiter among its members. This plan 
had progressed to the point of securing 80 

r cent of all the holders of bonds. Mr. 

iter saw the plan would be adopted with- 
out his consent and he announced yesterday 
his intention of withdrawing his opposition. 
There was to have been a meeting of the 
Second Section committee yesterday, but 
owing to the absence of some of the mem- 
bers the meeting was postponed. It will be 
held in a day or two, and Joseph Leiter will 
then give his formal consent to the adoption 
of the plan as presented by the first mortgage 
bondholders. 

The reorganization of the Alley Elevated, 
or, as it is officially known, the Chicago and 
South Side Rapid Transit railroad company, 
will be éffected through the friendly fore- 
closing of the present mortgages securing 
bond issues and the making of a new mort- 
gage covering a new issue of bonds. Hold- 
ers of the first mortgage bohds will receive 
par in the new bonds, and the holders of the 
so-called extension bonds will be given 60 

er cent of the face value of their holdings. 
This will give an issue of new bonds of $9,- 
800,000. It is the plan to issue preferred 
stock for back interest and to reduce the 
interest gn the bonds for a period of years. 
After fifteen years the new bonds will begin 
bearing interest at the rate of 5 per cent. 


Stock to Be Assessed $25. 


There will be an assessment of $25 a share 
upon the capital stock of the company, which 
amounts to $7,500,000. This will give the 
company $1,875,000, which will be used in 
building fines to Englewood and the Stock- 
Yards, to connect the line with the Union 
loop, to equip the road for operation with 
electricity as the motive power, and for put- 
ting the structure in thorough repair. It is 
estimated the money to be derived from the 
assessment will do all this and leave a little 
in the treasury. 

Aside from the settling of details regarding 
interest the most important matter confront- 
ing the two committees will be the question 
of underwriting the assessment on the stock. 
It is claimed the first mortgage bondholders 
have arranged for the underwriting of this 
assessment at a cost of $2 to $3 a share. 
There seems now to be nothing in the way 
of the complete reorganization of this prop- 
erty except the settling of details, which will 
require 1 a comparatively short time.

HOW ROADS DEFEAT INTER-STATE 
COMM#RCE COMMISSION LAW. 


f 


Schedules of New Tariffs Issued Just 
at the Time of a Big Shipuient and 
Revoked Before Other Shippers 
Can Reap Any Advantage—-E. W. 
Winter Selected as President of the 
Reorganized Northern Pacific—In- 
creased Immigrant Influx. 


Little secret rate cutting has been prac- 
ticed by the Western railroads since the 
United States Supreme Court’s decision in 
the Brown case upholding the legality of the 
Inter-State commerce law. 

The wily railroad officials, however, are 
full of resources and manage to give the 
equivalent of cut rates by devices which, 
although in conformity with the provisions 
of the law, are just as reprehensible and se- 
cure the same advantages to favored ship- 
pers. * 

The discovery has been made that when a 
shipper has a considerable amount of freight 
to forward he can easily secure a reduced 
rate. The railroad which is offered the busi- 
ness grants the rate asked for and at once 
files a new tariff, quoting the reduced rate 
on that particular article of freight, with 
the Inter-State Commerce Commission. 
Good care is taken, however, that competing 
lines do not become aware of the existing 
new tariff until the freight has nearly all 
been forwarded. 

The transaction would probably remain a 
secret forever, if it was not for the fact that 
the Western Freight Association has an 
agent stationed at Washington, whose sole 
duty it is to visit daily the office of the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission, with a view of 
discovering reduced tariffs issued by as- 
sociation lines which are not authorized by 
the association. Scarcely a day passes but 
a list of such unauthorized tariffs filed with 
the association is received from Agent Os- 
good. 


NORTHERN PACIFIC’S PRESIDENT. 


E. W. Winter Selected for the Position 
by Reorganization Committee. 

E. W. Winter has been selected for the 
Presidency of the reorganized Northern Pa- 
cific railroad company by the reorganization 
managers, and it is stated that he has sig- 
nified his intention to accept the position, 
and will assume charge as soon as the re- 
organization of the road has been effected 
and the receivers discharged. 

The selection of so able and efficient a 
railroad manager as Mr. Winter for the 
Presidency augurs well for the future of 
the Northern Pacific. Mr. Winter is at 
present the General Manager of the Chi- 
cago, St. Paul, Minneapolis and Omaha 
railroad, which is a part of Northwest- 
ern’s railroad system. He has held this po- 
sition since Nov. 16, 1885, 

He entered railroad service with the Union 
Pacific in 1867. In 1872 he came to Chicago 
as General Claim Agent of the Chicago and 
Northwestern, and in 1879 he went to St.

CROPS GENERALLY IN GOOD- CONDITION. 


Harvesting Is in Progress and There 
Is Promise of God Yield—Changes 
im the Available Supply. 


Washington, D. C., June 23.—The weekly 
crop report by the Weather Bureau says: 

Rapid progress has been made in the cult 
vation of crops, especially corn, and the har- 
vesting of winter wheat 4s now well ad- 
vanced in the more northerly districts and is 
practically finished in southern sections. 
Corn has made good progress.during the 
week and the general conditions of this crop 
are very satisfactory. It is now being laid by 
as far north as Missouri and Central Illinois. 
In Texas, Louisiana, and portions of Arkan- 
sas and Mississippi corn has suffered from 
drought. 

Northern Illinois—Wheat and rye have 
ripened and some cutting has been done. 
Rye is generally in good condition, but wheat 
is short and light. Oats have made fine 
growth, are heavy and heading. Corn is 
Srowing rapidly. Clover cutting is in prog- 
ress and haying will be general this week. 
Gardens and potatoes continue to do well; 
small fruits are ripening and are plentiful. 

Central illinois—Wheat and rye cutting is 
practically over in all but the north tier. 
Vats are growing finely, and cutting will 
probably begin next week. Corn cultivation 
is being rapidly finished. Chinch bugs are 
quite generally reported going from wheat 
to corn fields. Clover has been saved in good 
shape and haying is beginning. Gardens and 
potatoes continue to do well; small fruits are 
plentiful and fine, early apples and peaches 
coming to market. 

Southern Illinols—- Wheat cutting is finished 
and the crop mostly stacked, a few only 
thrashing from the shock. The grain is 
generally of poor quality and the heads 
poorly filled. Oats are ripening fast. Corn 
cultivation and clover cutting are being fin- 
ished.

Many Promises Unfulfilled. 


Heron was about the hotel Monday night 
and put off the requests of the men for their 
money with promises redeemable the next 
day. Yesterday he promised to have the 
money at 9 o'clock, again at 10, and still 
again at noon. That was the last promise. 

He walked through the place at noon,” 
said one of the men, ‘*‘ without so much as 
saying ‘howdy,’ and walked out. We thought 
if that was the way he was going to keep on 
paying us we would stop work until we got 
our money.” 

The strike, though without a leader ora 
walking delegate, was a complete success. 
The timekeeper and foreman were unable 
by promises of their own to get the men to go 
back to work until they had been paid, and 
when the night shift“ came around at 7 
o’ciock the situation was explained to them 
and they refused to go to work, although 
some of them had only begun the night be- 
fore: 

We are not working for our health,“ one 
workman said. ‘It is dirty work and dan- 
gerous work. One man has been killed here 
by falling stones and several others badly 
hurt. The least they could do would be to 
pay us on time. Some of the men haven't 
had a bite to eat today, and their families at 
home are starving, too.“ 


Working on Empty Stomachs. 


Many of the men had no dinner pails with 
them. They had had no dinners to. bring 
and their only hope of getting a meal yes- 
terday was that Heron would come back and 
pay them. At 8 o’clock he had not returned 
and the last workmen had gone away, many 
of them faint at stomach as well as sick at 
heart. 

On Monday night the wives of some of the 
men who had gone empty handed to homes 
where the larders were just as empty went 
down to the hotel to try their entreaties or 
sharp words on Heron, but he put them off 
with promises as he had their husbands. 

James Miller, day foreman, made the ex- 
planation: ‘“ Things are too wet and don't 
come down the chute. We've got to wait 
till they dry.“ , 

“They'll stay too wet until the men are 
paid, won't they?” he was asked. 

‘Why, there's nothing in that, nothing 
at all.“

EGANDALE RESIDENTS CLASH WITH 
(THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


Trouble in Hyde Park Caused by the 
Desire of Those in Authority to 
Ignore Local Traditions and Calla 
New Structure After a Former Mem- 
ber of the Board of Education— 
Movement to Perpetuate the Fame 
ef Dr. Egan. 


Residents of that part of Hyde Park 


known as Egandalé are up in arms over 
what they term an attempt to disregard all 
the local traditions. Ground has been brok- 
en for a new school building at Ingleside 
avenue and Fiftyrfourth street. Those in 
authority wish to name the school Kozmin- 
ski, after a former member of the Board of 
Education. The residents of the locality, 
however, think the school should be cétled 
Egandale, which has long been the name 
of the subdivision, and was once the distinc- 
tive. name of the Yocality. : 
Egandale lies between Forty-seventh and 
Fifty-fifth streets, its eastern confines being 
at Woodlawn avenue, and extending west 
to Cottage Grove. This entire tract was 
bought in the early 508 by Dr. William B. 
Egan, one of the prominent men of early 
Chicago, and laid out as a country estate 
after the old English manor plan. Dr. Egan 
planted trees and beautified the place with 
winding drives bordered by hedges, and in 
the center of this park built a large country 
residence. Later, becoming involved in 
- financial troubles, the land was sold and the 
district subdivided under the name of Egan- 
dale, the name which Dr. Egan had 
given it. 7 

Francis F. Browne, whose home is. No. 
5336 Ellis avenue, said in discussing the sub- 
fect; ‘ The new school should by all means 
be called the Egandale School. The name 
is historic. Until recent improvements had 
changed its character there was no region 
around Chicago more picturesque or bet- 
ter known., Nowhere was there a finer bit 
of nature. Dr. Egan had laid out an elabor- 

ate system of winding roads, covering many 
miles, and bordered by fine hedges, some of 
which are still standing. The beautiful 
groves, many of which had been planted by 
him, wererfilled with an astonishing variety 
of rare birds; and the ground was covered 
with tches of violets and innumerable 
wild flowers. Here was the favorite resort. 
of.the botanist; the bird-lover, and the artist. 
Bvyeryone who has known this once lovely 
region has felt a debt of gratitude to Dr. 
Egan, to whom its beauty was so largely 
due; and now that its character is changing 
under the advance of city improvements 
the perpetuation of its founder’s name in 
the way posed ts at once a graceful and 
fitting tribute. The place is, and has been 

. for forty years, Egandale; and any school 
bullt there must logically and appropriately 
be called the Egandale School.” 

Paul Cornell, a pioneer of that region, 
says Dr. Egan was an after dinner speaker 
of no mean ability. He was, in fact, one of 

the prominent men of Chicago in that early 
day. Like Abraham Lincoln, he was a great 
story teller, and he was also a great orator. 
He has often been called the Daniel Webster 
of Chicago: ‘ 

Dr. Egan was born in Ireland in 1808, and 

came to Chicago in 1833. In 1844 he served 
as CI — and in 1884 was elected 
a member of the State Legislature, serving 
in that body with distinction. He bought 
. e in 1853, and died in 1860.

AFFECTS ONLY BENEVOLENT ORDERS.

The decision of the Illinois Appellate Court 
permitting the court to inquire into the ex- 
pulsion of a member of a secret society to 
learn whether or not injustice is done at- 
tracts little attention in Chicago. There has 
has been no question as to this right on the 
part of benevolent societies and the decision 
contains little that is new. Where there isa 
money consideration the courts have always 
asserted jurisdiction when the question was 
raised. 

It is different, however, with fraternal or 
social societies. Grand Secretary Gil W. 
Barnard of the Masonic order says the couris 
of different States for fifty years have de- 
cided not to interfere with the Masons, Odd- 
Fellows, and all such societies of a fraternal 
character. The decision does not affect and 
is of little interest to the members of such 
societies. 

The case decided was one wherein Anna 
Deters of St. Clair County brought suit 
against the Modern Woodmen of America 
to collect a membership certificate for $2,000 
due by the death of her husband, a member 
of the order. He was expelled while holding 
the certificate and shortly afterwards died. 
The court held such expulsions to be proper
